Asone diplomatic note followed 
snother without astiafactory sd- 
jostment of tts difficulties between 
the United States and Germany, 
tha particular issues out of which 
the disouegion arose sank more 
into the: background and the 
larger issues of principlo became 
thereat aabjecta for discussion.

Tr is easier lo ask auch questions 
than it ie to answer them, but 
tentative diecussions and approzi- 
mations may not be without 
interest. . 

National honour seems to be the 
national sense of right condo!

other nations and their citizen». 
aod rests upon the highest 
corporate ideale of civic condnor 
and virtae which we have attaiu- 
ed. Bat the people usually re- 
gard anything as consonant with 
the national honour which the; 
feal they can yield without lose 
of self-respect.
